Primary Ordered in Fourth District. 
Mr. Adams Declines Populist Nom¬ 
ination-Bimetallic Clubs to 
Meet—Other News Notes. 


Tho Belle factory property, ten 
miles northeast of Huntsville, on tho 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railway, and Three Forks of Flint 
river, lias been virtually sold to 
northern capitalists, who will spend 
probably two million dollars in de¬ 
veloping it. A deal lias been under 
way for several weeks between Col. 
N. F. Thompson, of the Thompson 
Land and Investment Company, in 
behalf of the owners, and prominent 
wool and cotton men. The property 
consists of two thousand acres of 
rich agricultural lands, and a sub¬ 
stantial- mill building within three- 
quarters of a mile of three -water 
powers of several hundred horse 
power each. 

The purchasers of the property 
will erect a mill at each of the three 
water powers, utilize the old mill 
building by equipping it with new 
machinery, and establish a new town 
of about 5,000 inhabitants. Attor¬ 
neys are now examining the titles to 
the lands, and when they are proved 
to be perfect the formal transfer will 
be made._ 

Bimetallic Clubs to Meet. 

A conference of the bimetallic clubs 
of Alabama will be held in Birming¬ 
ham on June 8, the same day the 
State Democratic Executive and 
Campaign Committees will meet. 
The call for the meeting has been is- 
suod. 

The conference will send delegates 
to their National Bimetallic Conven¬ 
tion, which meets in Kansas City at 
the same time the National Demo¬ 
cratic Convention does. Four dele¬ 
gates from tho state at large and one 
from each local club will bo chosen. 


Primary Ordered in Fourth I>istrlct. 

The fourth district democratic ex¬ 
ecutive committee met at Columbi¬ 
ana and ordered a primary through¬ 
out the district by a vote of seven to 
five. The committeemen from Dal¬ 
las and Cleburne and one from Cal¬ 
houn voted against the proposition. 
August 20 was named as the date of 
the primary. 

ITomo for Disabled Confederate*. 

The movement to build a homo for 
disabled confederate soldiers at Col¬ 
umbiana, Shelby county, is assuming 
definite shape, and the work of ruis- 
iug the money will begin at once. A. 
P. Longshore, probate judge of Shel¬ 
by county, lias consented to act as 
treasurer for the fund. 


"WILL NOT MAKE THE RACE. 

Full Text of Mr. Adams’ Letter Declin¬ 
ing Populist Nomination. 

Following is the full text of Rev. 
Sam M. Adams’ letter, declining the 
populist nomination for governor: 

Clanton, Ala., May 81, 1900. 

To Hon. L. H. Reynolds, Chairman 

Fopulist Campaign Committee: 

Dear Sir—Had I had the oppor¬ 
tunity on.yesterday afternoon to have 
respectfully declined the honor ten¬ 
dered me by the stato convention for 
tho nomination for tho high office of 
governor of Alabama I would then 
have done so. While I greatly appre¬ 
ciate the confidence and trust reposed 
in me by the people, as evidenced by 
this nomination, my official duties 
are such as compel my constant at¬ 
tention to them. I have, from the 
first intimation by my friends, that 
they contemplated offering me the 
nomination, repeatedly declared that 
it would be impossible for me to ac¬ 
cept. This fact was fully made 
kni^'vn by me to the convention yes¬ 
terday in myspeech, made before the 
nomination. 

The clause in the platform which 
declared that “it was inexpedient at 
this time to nominate a state ticket,” 
and which was stricken out by the 
convention, was in full accord with 
my views. 

To accept the nomination for gov¬ 
ernor and make a canvass is against 
my judgment at this time. And, 
under all the circumstances, I there¬ 
fore most respectfully decline to ac- 
copt the nomination. 

Thanking my friends for the confi¬ 
dence thus expressed, I am yours 
very truly, S. M. Adams. 


$300,000 Hotel for Uirminirliam. 

It is regarded as practically cer¬ 
tain that Birmingham will have a 
new $300,000 hotel on the old First 
Methodist church lot at the corner 
of Nineteenth street and Fourth av¬ 
enue. One of the promoters stated 
Saturday that all but $20,000 of the 
money lmd been raised, local capital¬ 
ists subscribing for tbo majority’of 
the stosk.f 


Advocates of Disponeary Organized. 

A conference of the advocates of 
the whisky dispensary system in Jef¬ 
ferson county was held in Birming¬ 
ham Saturday, with about forty per¬ 
sons present. Captain James E. 
Webb presided. He expressed the 
opinion that if the system was adopt¬ 
ed generally in the stato $1,000,000 
revenue for tho public schools would 
be derived. He believed that the 
best thing the state could do with 
the money which the drunkard de¬ 
prived his family of was to devote the 
profit to.the education of that man’s 
children. 

A committee on plan of organiza¬ 
tion was appointed and it recom¬ 
mended the creation of an executive 
committoe of fifteen, naming seven 
and then leaving theso seven to ap¬ 
point the balance. A resolution pre¬ 
vailed pledging the earnest resistance 
of thoso present to the open saloon, 
pledging confidence iu the representa¬ 
tives in the state legislature and 
recommending that the executive 
committee take steps to form an or¬ 
ganization in behalf of tho dispensary 
in the state at large. 


Huntsville’s Sixth Cotton Mill. 

Huntsville’s sixth cotton mill will 
be built this year and will be in op¬ 
eration before next winter. It will 
be the Lowe mill, owned by Arthur 
H. Lowe, of Fitchburg, Mass. 

Trecey W. Pratt, president of the 
chamber of commerce, has been ne¬ 
gotiating-with Mr. Lowe for the past 
three years, and Mr. Lowe has finally 
decided to build a $300,000 cotton 
mill of 10,000 spindles, bleacliory 
and printworks iu West Huntsville. 
The enterprise will employ 700 per¬ 
sons. a majority of them being skill¬ 
ed mechanics and commanding good 
wages. It is the purpose of Mr. 
Lowe to invest about $2,000,000 
eventually in a mill Of 50,000 spin¬ 
dles, but tho building season has so 
far advanced that only $300,000 will 
be invested this year. 


Educational Matters iu Nortli Alabama. 

Stato Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion John W. Abercrombie has re¬ 
turned to Montgomery from North 
Alabama, where he has been visiting 
the sohools and attending the closing 
exercises of the state institutions at 
Florence and Huntsville and tho pub¬ 
lic schools at Moulton. He speaks 
oncouragingly of the educational out¬ 
look in that section and is much grat¬ 
ified with tho condition of these 
schools. The enthusiasm and inter¬ 
est of the masses was never greater 
for tho education of the children, 
and he says that tho proposed new 
buildings at Huntsville is to bo erect¬ 
ed at once at a cost of $25,000. 


Meeting of All Reformers Called. 

J. H. Vandergrift, of Branchville, 
who has been appointed state com¬ 
mitteeman for Alabama for the 
United Christian party, has called a 
meeting of all reformers in the state 
to assemble in Birmingham on July 
t, next, for the purpose of organizing 
a branch of the party in the state, 
and to take action in rogard to the 
choice of the supporters of the 
principles for president and vice 
president of the United States. 


Floor Gave Way. 

A special from Gurley says while 
the closing exercises of the Beech 
Grove school were in progress the 
house was packed to its utmost ca¬ 
pacity, when tho iioor gave way 
without warning and fell to the 
ground, six feet below. Men, women, 
children and benches fell in a heap 
and the greatest confusion prevailed. 
Several persons had narrow escapes, 
but one was injured, Mrs. Robert 
Woody, who had her ankle dislocated. 

Four Arrests Made. 

Andrew, Chris and Nicholas Colias 
and Alex Kontas, four Greeks, and 
Tom Kendricks, a negro man, were 
arrested on the charge of being im¬ 
plicated in the killing of George Lam- 
brakis, the well-known Greek who 
was assassinated at Birmingham a 
few days ago.

Americans Believe That the Famous 
Insurgent Has Been Killed. 


SHOT FROM HIS HORSE AS HE HETHEATED 

Saddle Bags Containing Agufnaldo’s 

Diary and Papers Found—Insur¬ 
gent Followers Succeeded iu 

Removing the Body. 

A cable dispatch from Manila says: 

Major March, with his detachment 
of the Thirty-third regiment, over¬ 
took what is believed to have been 
Aguinaido’s party, on May 19, at La 
Gat, about 100 miles northeast of 
Vigan. The Americans killed or 
wounded an officer, supposed to be 
be Aguinaldo, whose body was re¬ 
moved by his followers. Aguinaldo 
had 100 men, and Major March 125. 
The American commander reached 
La Bogan, where Aguinaldo had made 
his headquarters, on May 17. Aguin¬ 
aldo had fled seven hours before, 
leaving all the beaten trails and trav¬ 
eling through the forests and along 
the beds of streams. Toward even¬ 
ing, May 19, Major March struck 
Aguinaido’s outposts, about a mile 
outside of La Gat, killing four Fili¬ 
pinos and capturing two. From the 
latter he learned that Aguinaldo had 
camped there for the night, and, al¬ 
though half starved, Major March’s 
men entered La Gat on the run. 
They saw the insurgents scattering 
into tiie bushes or over the plateau. 
A thousand yards beyond tho town, 
on tho mountain side, the figures of 
twenty-five Filipinos, dressed in 
white, with thoir leader on a gray 
horso, were silhouetted against the 
sunset. The Americans, on roaching 
tho spot, caught the horse, which 
was richly saddled. Blood from a 
badly wounded man was on the ani¬ 
mal and on the ground. 

The saddle-bags contained Aguin¬ 
aido’s diary and some private papers, 
including proclamations. One of 
these was addressed “To tho Civil¬ 
ized Nations.” It protested against 
the American occupation of the Phil¬ 
ippines. There was also found copies 
of Senator Beveridge’s speech, trans¬ 
lated into Spanish and entitled, “The 
Death Knell of the Filipino People.” 

Major March, believing that the 
Filipinos had taken to a river, which 
is a tributary to tho Chico, followed 
it for two days, reaching Tiao, whore 
he learned that a party ol Filipinos 
had deconded tho river May 27 with 
the body of a dead or wounded man 
upon a Jitter covered with palm 
leaves. Major March reviewed his 
command, shoeless, exhausted, and 
picked twenty-four of the freshest 
men, with whom he beat tho sur¬ 
rounding country for sixty-oight 
hours louger, but without any trace 
of tho insurgents. The Americans 
pushed on aud arrived at Aparri 
May 29. 

Tho officer shot was either Aguin¬ 
aldo or his adjutant, and as the 
horse was richly caparisonod it is a 
fair presumption that it was Aguin¬ 
aldo. __ 

Big: Fire in Tajnpo, Fla. 

A disastrous fire, that will involve 
a loss of at least $200,000, broke out 
in Tampa, Fla., Saturday in the 
building occupied by the dry goods 
houso of Cohen, Friedman & Co., 
and that block and tho Jackson 
block, adjoining, were soon in ruins. 
Tho latter block was oocupied by 
Vaterlin & Co., dealers in shoes, and 
Mason &Co., drygoods, whoso stocks 
are practically ruined. Cohen, Fried¬ 
man & Co.’s stock is valued at $125,- 
000, insurance 50 per cent. Origin 
of the fire is unknown. 


HOMES FOR BOERS. 


Proposition to Bring: Them to tiie Valley 
of the Platte. 

A special from Denver says : Gov¬ 
ernor Thomas has given his indorse¬ 
ment to a gigantic proposition, hav¬ 
ing for its object the bringing of the 
defeated Boers to the Valley of the 
Platte in Colorado. The Union Pa¬ 
cific Land Company proposes to give 
1.000,000 acres of land to be taken 
up under the Carey land act on the 
Julesberg and Wyoming divisions. 

There is to be no charge for the 
gift and the company will undertake 
to transport the Boers to Colorado, 
being paid on tho installment plan.

ANTI-TRUST BILL PASSED. 


Only One Vote in the House Against 
Littlefi.?ld’a Measure. 

Only one vote was cast in the houso 
Saturday against the Littlefield anti¬ 
trust bill to amend the Sherman act 
of 1890 to make it moro effective in 
tho prosecution of trusts and com¬ 
binations, thoir agents, officers or at¬ 
torneys. 

Mr. Mann (rep., Ills.,) cast the 
negative. The bill, according to 
statements of republican leaders, 
goes to the limit of the authority of 
congress under the constitution. All 
tho democratic minority amend¬ 
ments except ono were defeated. 
That was an amendment declaring 
that nothing in the act should be 
construed to bo appliod to trades or 
labor organizations. All except 
eight republicans voted for it. The 
bill amends tho Sherman anti-trust 
law so as to declare every contract or 
combination in the form of trust or 
conspiracy in restraint of commerco 
among the states or with fpreign na¬ 
tions illegal, and every party to such 
contract or combination guilty of a 
crime punishablo by a lino of not less 
than'$500 or moro than $5,000, and 
imprisonment not less than six 
months nor more than two years. 

It provides that any person injured 
by a violation of the provisions of 
the law may recover three-ft 11 dam¬ 
age. 


COTTON ACREAGE 


Shows ail Increase of About 18 Per Cent. 

Over La9t Year. 

The Now Orleans Times-Democrat 
prints cotton reports from about ono 
hundred and fifty special corro 
spondonts throughout the cotton bolt, 
the men boing especially selected for 
their fitness for the work, and tho 
points, because of tho avenues of in¬ 
formation centering thero. 

The replies to the circular of in¬ 
structions show various increases in 
the acreago as compared with last 
year. In some sections there lias 
been no increase, but this is very ex¬ 
ceptional. Correspondents generally 
report from 5 to 10 or 15 per cont. 
increase in acreage, and in some 
cases as high as 20 per cent. Ashton 
I’holps, taking the reports, figures 
out about .8 per cent, Increase in 
acreage for the whole belt. 

Tho estimates take into considera¬ 
tion the losses by tho heavy April 
rains, which caused much replanting 
to bo dono in Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Alabama, and especially in 
Texas. 


THREE AMERICANS CAPTURED 


Ami Three Killed in Luzon—Two Hobel 
Loaders Bathed. 

The following dispatch was re¬ 
ceived at tho war department from 
General MacArthur at Manila: 

“Small surrenders continue iu the 
department of Northern Luzon. Cori- 
no, fugitivo governor, Benguet, rich, 
active friend of Aguinaldo, captured 
near Cabayan; important. While 
scouting near San Miguel Do Mayu- 
ino (Luzon) May 29, Captain Charles 
D. Roberts, Privates John A. McIn¬ 
tyre and Lyol W. Akons were cap¬ 
tured; Sergeant John Gallen, Privates 
Joseph McCourt and John A. Green, 
killed; George Kinger wounded, 
thigh. All of Company I, Thirty- 
fifth Regimont United States Volun¬ 
teers.” 


Explosion on Steamship. 

As the steamship Boliva was pro¬ 
paring to sail from Key West, Fla., 
an explosion occurred in the boiler 
room, that almost liftod the vessel 
out of the water. Chief Engineer 
John Thompson, Pablo Fonl, a fire¬ 
man, and a boy named Willie Han¬ 
cock were horribly scalded and died 
shortly afterward. 


A notable feature of Massachusetts 
statistics of crime is tho comparative¬ 
ly recent marked decrease in the num¬ 
ber of prisoners. Speculating on the 
causes for the decrease, the Boston 
Herald assigns the war as a prominent 
one. It turned attentioa to new and 
exciting subjects, aud rnauy young 
meu addicted to drink enlistod in the 
army. The improvement of business 
has also been a factor iu the reduc¬ 
tion. The more general employment 
of mou has taken them out of tempta¬ 
tion aud reduced the amount of over- 
indulgence.

In the mining regions ol 
Pennsylvania the coal is dug out ot 
liill sides by means of horizontal tun 
nels. 'The cost of extending these tun 
nels remains practically the same for 
any length. When one Is exhausted 
another is opened up at a lower level. 
The labor situation in England is also 
a cause of handicap iu her race with 
the United States for the coal trade of 
the world. The English miner is paid 
as a general thing a certain percentage 
of the selling price of the coal he digs, 
consequently, he can work for a time 
and then quit with impunity, to the 
great inconvenience of Ills employer 
•Tliis year has broken all records in the 
coal export trade of this country. Any 
one of a reasonable turn of mind cun 
draw bis own conclusions.” 


A curious move in trade from Eng 
land to France is Indicated in the re 
port of tlie British Consul at Calais 
A London carriage builder, lie states 
lias established a carriage-building fac 
tory, turning out from 200 to 300 car 
riages a year, not for the French but 
for the colonial and British market. 
More curious still, most of the work 
men and many of tlie materials are im 
ported from Great Britain. In the 
nine district a Birmingham firm, with 
British workmen, is making accessories 
for bicycles and motor cars.

BUMOtED MSIMtlli OF LEGATIONS 


Anti Murder of the German Ambass¬ 
ador—State of Veiled AVar Pre¬ 
vails — Communication 
Completely Cut Off. 


A Monday’s cable dispatch from 
Manila says: The Ninth regimont 
has been ordered to Manila, whence 
it will proceed to China. 

The gunboat Concord, with ma¬ 
rines aboard, has sailed under sealed 
orders, supposedly for China. 

The British cruiser Beuna Ventura 
has sailed for Hong Kong with troops 
and storos for Hong Kong and Tien 
Tsin. 


A London message says : There 
is not a cabinet in Europe apparently 



ing in Pekin for five days or in Tien 
Tsin for three days. Nor is there 
any that knows with what difficul¬ 
ties the small and inadequately 
equipped international column is con¬ 
tending between those cities. 

• The roport spread from Shanghai 
that the legations had been attacked 
and that one minister, probably tho 
German, had been murdered, has 
been traced to Tao Tai Sheng, who for 
afewdays, as tho Empress Dowager’s 
agent, has been censoring telegrams 
from Shanghai. ( 

STATE OF VEILED WAR. 

Legations in Pekin Are Virtually Pris¬ 
oners, Surrounded by Troops. 

This is the situation in China, as it 
appears to the Shanghai correspond¬ 
ent of the London Daily Express : 

“It is really a state of veiled war. 
Tho members of tho general legations 
in Poldn aro virtually prisoners, and 
the Chineso troops aro only restrained 
from attack by fear of the legation 
guards. 

“Moanwhile the ministers are alto¬ 
gether unable to communicate with 
the officers commanding the reliof 
column, which is making an enforced 
and isolated halt between Tien Tsin 
and Pekin. The walls of the capitol 
ar-e guarded by 100,000 imperial 
troops. The gates aro heavily de¬ 
fended with modern guns. General 
Tung, acting under orders from tho 
Empress Dowager, says that no more 
foreign troops shall enter the sacrecl 
city. 

“On Monday the ministers sent a 
demand to the Tsung-Li-Yamen that 
the gates bo opened, declaring that 
otherwise the foreign troops would 
enter forcibly. To this no reply was 
given. A second message went un¬ 
answered, or had nob been answered 
when the latest news left Pekin, 

“Sir Claude MacDonald’s latest 
message says that tho legations are 
capable of sustaining an effective de¬ 
fense unless attacked in force.” 


FUNST0N ROUTS INSURGENTS. 


Twenty-two of the Filipinos and One 
American Killed. 

Upon information furnished by 
Major Wheeler to the effect that 
General Lacuna Intended to attack 
Papaya, province of Nueva Ecija, 
General Funston, with staff officers, 
Captain Koehler and Troop G, of the 
Fourth cavalry, and half a company 
of tho Thirty-fourth infantry, re¬ 
paired to Papaya. General Lacuna 
was found with 200 men, occupying 
a position on a ridge two miles south 
of the town. General Funston at¬ 
tacked him vigorously, sixty Amer¬ 
icans charging the enemy under a 
hot fire. The insurgents fled. On 
their attempt to make a stand later 
Captain ^Coehler, with a detachment 
of troops, charged and scattered 
them. The pursuit over the rough 
country lasted until nightfall. Twen¬ 
ty-two of the insurgents were killed. 
One American was killed and one 
wounded. 

General Macabulus, who has been 
persistently active in the Pang San 
Sin district, has surrendered to Col. 
Emerson H. Liscom, at Tariac, with 
eighty officers and 121 men, all armed 
with rifles. 

CUBAN ELECTIONS. 

General Rodriguez Elected as Mayor of 
Havana. 

General Alejandro Rodriguez, Na¬ 
tionalist, was Saturday elected mayor 
of Havana, polling 13,078 votes, 
against 0,031 cast for Ser.or Estrada 
Mora, Independent. The total vote 
fell about 4,500 below the registra¬ 
tion. 

The National party elected its en¬ 
tire tickot—eighteen councilmen, the 
treasurer, one correctional judge and 
three municipal judges. The other 
correctional judgeship fell to an in¬ 
dependent candidate, as did also 
the fourth municipal judgeship. Of 
the six other councilmen, four are 
republicans and two nationalists, who 
ran independently. 

Reports from every part of the 
island go to show that perfect order 
prevailed at the polls. 

To an American observer of the 
election it seemed as if the people re¬ 
garded the whole matter with abso¬ 
lute indifference. 

Democrats Win in Santiago* 

The white democratic tickot was 
unanimously elected in Santiago and 
throughout tho department. De 
Senor Girnau was elected to succeed 
himself as mayor of Santiago de Cuba. 

VICTIMS OP DEADLY OIL CAN. 

Fifteen in Houston, Tex., Since Juno 7. 
One Peculiar Case. 

The Houston (Tex.) Post prints a 
list of fifteen women and children 
who have been burned to death since 
June 7 as a result of the explosion of 
kerosene oil cans. In every case ex¬ 
cept one the porsons burned were 
attempting to kindle a fire with ker¬ 
osene. 

The other caso was peculiar. A 
Miss Sims, living near Seaton, struck 
a match, the head flew off and fell 
blazing on an oil can eight feet away. 
An explosion followed and the young 
woman was fatally burned. 

The statement is made that since 
June 1 not less than forty-five per¬ 
sons have been burned to death in 
Texas as tho result of kerosone ex¬ 
plosions. 

Bryan Sure of Nomination. 

By the action of democratic state 
conventions in California, Missouri, 
Kentucky, Georgia and Vermont, 
Hon. W. J. Bryan is assured of the 
nomination for president on the dem¬ 
ocratic ticket. The instructions 
given delegates by these five states 
carries Mr. Bryan’s vote, it is be¬ 
lieved, considerably over the two- 
thirds necessary to nominate. 


Pekin Locations Destroyed. 

A special dispatch from Hong 
Kong says all the Pekin legations 
have been destroyed, and that the 
German minister, Baron Von Kettler, 
has been killed. 

Nothing came to the state depart¬ 
ment Sunday from .Minister Conger, 
who has been cut off from communi¬ 
cation since Tuesday. Even the 
United States consuls in North China 
ports were silent. Admiral Kempff 
has not been heard from for several 
days. This abseneo of official re¬ 
ports has given rise to grave appre¬ 
hension in Washington. 


A Novel Campaign Idea. 

A Washington dispatch says: The 
republicans have a novel idea in con¬ 
nection with the presidential cam¬ 
paign. The graphophone is to be 
used to reproduce speeches by prom¬ 
inent republicans in the house and 
senate. Ten or twenty republicans 
with reputations for oratory have re¬ 
cently made stump speeches to 
graphophones and their winged words 
are now resting on wax cylinders, 
ready for use in small towns and else¬ 
where throughout the country during 
the presidential fight.

New Trustees Seated. 

By a yot© of six to three the re* 
cently appointed trustees of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alabama, Colonel Henry 

B. Foster, T. O. McClellan and R. 

C. Jeter, were declared by the board 
of trustees of the University of Ala¬ 
bama entitled to seats on the board. 
They were immediately seated and 
will participate in the present delib¬ 
erations of the body in Tuskaloosa. 

Dr. Littlo will instituto proceed¬ 
ings quo warranto in the Little vs. 
Foster contest. This was deter¬ 
mined Saturday. 

Two Men Killed by Lightning. 

Two white men were instantly 
killed by lightning near Butler 
Springs, and two negroes knocked 
down and stunned a few days ago. 
The men were at work hoeing cotton 
when the cloud came up, and before 
they could get shelter the bolt 
struck. The nogroos wore betwoen 
the white men, and neither of them 
were hurt to any considerable extent. 
One of the men killed was the young 
3on of I. S. Pate. The other man 
killed was a stranger, whose name 
could not be loarned. 

Mine Fatalities During: May. 

During the month of May there 
were five fatal accidents in the mines 
of this state according to the report 
of State Mine Inspector J. doB. 
Hooper. 

This month there have been two 
fatal accidents. 

Up to June 13 there had been sev¬ 
enteen fatal accidents In Alabama 
in the mines and tho same number 
occurred last yoar up to the same 
time in the year. This is a good 
statement for the present inasmuch 
is there are more mines and moro 
coal being mined than was mined last 
year. In 1808 up" to Juno 13 there 
had been twenty-nine fatal acci¬ 
dents. 

Slick Scheme Foiled. 

Porter Beavers, alias S. A. Moore, 
a well-to-do negro, was arrested on 
his farm near Easonville, St, Clair 
county, by Postmaster L. T. Smith 
and Deputy Marshal Battle, and is 
nowin jail at Anniston on a charge 
of robbing the Easonville postoffice. 
Beavers stole thirteen bl'ank money 
orders from the Easonville postoffice, 
made two of them out for $100 each, 
payable to S. A. Moore, his other 
self. These orders were forwarded 
to Anniston with the advices made 
out In regular form. Tho negro 
called fora letter in Anniston, re¬ 
ceived it, took out the two money 
orders and presented them for pay¬ 
ment. He had made the mistake, 
however, of mailing the letters at 
Pell City instead of Easonville, and 
though the negro had himself identi¬ 
fied, the money order clerk refused 
to cash the orders and Beavers, or 
Moore, fled. He was followed and 
captured. He admits stealing tho 
orders and says he did ittogetmoney 
to buy a mule to replace one that 
died. 

Alabama Hoy Honored. 

At the recent closing exercises of 
the Johns Hopkins university, in 
Baltimore, Md., the only Alabama 
representative was Hardee Chambliss, 
of Selma, who was elected doctor of 
philosophy, the highest degree within 
tlie gift of the university. Dr. Cham¬ 
bliss has pursued his studies for four 
years in chemistry, geology and 
physics. 


$000,000 Railroad Contract Awarded. 

The contract for the construction 
of twenty miles of railroad from the 
Ensley Southern railroad company, 
extending from Ensley, six miles 
irom Birmingham, to the Warrior 
river, in Walker county, has been let 
to W. J. Oliver & Co., of Langley, S. 
C. This completes the work of put¬ 
ting the Ensley Southern under con¬ 
tract for its entiro length, Redmon 
& Donovan, of Chattanooga, having 
been given the contract two weeks 
ago for building the road from the 
Warrior river to Parrish, a distance 
of nine miles. The contract to Oli¬ 
ver & Co. amounts to about half a 
million dollars, while the entire 
cost of the road Will bo about $600,- 
000, whloh includes only tho grading 
and bridge-building. The Oliver 
contract is the largest of the kind that 
has been let in the district for ten 
years. Work on the entire road 
begins at once. The Ensley Southern 
railroad is an auxiliary of the South¬ 
ern railway company. 

Notified of Populist Nominations. 

Secretary of State McDavid has 
received notification from the chair¬ 
man and secretary of the populist 
party of Alabama that the party had 
made nominations for state officers 
and that they should be placed on 
the ticket according to law. 

The ticket is the same as that 
nominated at Birmingham, with 
Judge S. M. Adams as the candidate 
for governor. The secretary of 
state has also received from Judge 
Adams notice of his declining the 
nomination for governor, and that 
his name must not be placed on the 
ticket. It is a question under the 
law whether the secretary of state 
has the right to change the ticket 
as certified to him by tho political 
parties, and it is r it presumed that 
it will be changed, although tho let¬ 
ter of Judge Adams may be sent 
along with the notification of the 
proper authorities in the counties. 

The supreme court concluded tho 
call of the cases from tho Second 
division Saturday, and after handing 
down some decisions adjourned until 
June 23, when more decisions will 
be rendered and a recess taken until 
the regular winter term in Novem¬ 
ber. 

Strike of Furnace Mon nt Bessemer. 

More than six hundred employes 
of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Rail¬ 
way Company at Bessemer aro out 
on a strike for 10 per cent increase 
in wages and for a two weeks’ pay 
day. About half of these are stack 
house workers and receive $1.20 per 
day for 12 hours’ work, loading ore, 
limestone and coke for the supply of 
the furnace stacks. The others are 
elevator and top men, sand cutters, 
off-bearers and yard men, whose 
wages vary from $1.25 to $1.75 per 
day. 

Singular Suicide. 

After a dance, at Tuskegee, Friday 
night, Will Thompson, aged 16 years, 
and Ernest Pagett started to Chehaw 
in a wagon to see a friend at the sta¬ 
tion. Both were drinking, and 
Pagett, who fell asleep, was awakened 
by Will’s arm falling across his 
breast. He thus discovered that 
Will was dead, having shot himself. 
He was a son of Senator C.' W. 
Thompson. 

New College President. 

Prof. A. J. Spinka, a graduate of 
Howard College, East Lake, has been 
elected president of the North Ala¬ 
bama Baptist Institute at Trinity, 
succeeding Dr. Joseph Shackleford, 
resigned. The trustees decided to 
enlarge the Institution and appointed 
Dr. Shackleford to raise the sum of 
$8,500 for the purpose. 

Dieted on Stock Fxcliange. 

Sloss-Sheffield Steel and Iron Com¬ 
pany stock has been listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange. The 
stock admitted on the board by the 
governing committee consists of $6,- 
700,000 7 per cent non-cumulative 
preferred and $7,500,000 common. 

New Telephone Company. 

The People’s Telephone Company 
of Birmingham, Ala., was organized 
at Youngstown, O., Saturday, with a 
capital stock of $200,000. The com¬ 
pany, which is practically controlled 
by local capitalists, will engage in 
the telephone business at Birming¬ 
ham and through the south.

“This is now a fight to the finish.

COO, against the Transit Company 
and fight the issue out if it takes 
five years to do it. 

“The boycott to be declared will 
apply not only to the St. Louis 
Transit Company, but to every per¬ 
son, every business man, every asso¬ 
ciation and, in fact, every corpora¬ 
tion or individual favoriDg them in 
any way.” 


BOTH DROWNED. 

on Was Sinking and Father Made Effort 
to Save Him. 

A special from Scranton, Miss., 
says: Friday a deplorable accidental 
drowning occurred at the mouth of 
Bayou Chicot, which empties into 
Pascagoula Bay. Sullivan Converse, 
of Chioago, who was on a visit to his 
parents, was on a fishing trip on the 
banks of the Bayou, in company 
with his father and younger brother, 
Ward, and just before returning for 
home went into the water for a bath. 
Soon afterwards he was seized with 
cramps and his father seeing his 
peril plunged in to rescue his drown¬ 
ing boy, and neither knowing the art 
of swimming both sunk beneath the 
placid waters in full view of their 
14-year-old son and brother. Sulli¬ 
van Converse was one of the volun¬ 
teer seamen on the battleship Oregon 
during the Spanisli-Amerlcan war.

Natnl Volunteers Hove Been Dismissed— 
Division to Be Withdrawn.

At Eureka Springs, Ark., Miss Zoni 
Harvey, formerly engrossing clerk of 
the state senate, was fatally burned 
by the explosion of a coal oil lamp 
over which she was heating a curling 
iron. Death ensued within three 
hours.

Congressman Henry Hoffecker, the 
state of Delaware’s only republican 
representative in the lower branch of 
the national legislature, dropped 
dead Saturday at Smyrna. 

Met Horrible Death. 

Bert Frederich, aged 17, an em¬ 
ploye of the Fairhope Manufacturing 
company’s saw mill, on the eastern 
shore, at Mobile, met a horrible 
death Saturday. While at work in 
the mill he fell against a 52-inch cir¬ 
cular saw and his body was cut al¬ 
most in two and one arm was severed 
nt the shoulder. The lad came to 
Fairhope eighteen months ago from 
his home at Dixon, Ill.

Buffalo, N. Y. (Special).—Max Lasar, 
a man from Boston named J. Mack, 
and a woman who is supposed to be 
a confederate are under arrest at Ni¬ 
agara Falls on a charge of smuggling 
diamonds valued at $75,000.

Van Dandaigue, who is supposed to 
be Implicated, has not been arrested,

Lasar, according to the customs of¬ 
ficials, brought the diamonds to Mon¬ 
treal from Europe, and through Dr. 
Van Dandaigue met tho man and 
woman, who were on a wedding tour, 
and induced thorn to take charge of 
the packages, representing that it was 
a present which he did not want them 
to open until they reached tho United 
States. 

The suspects reached Montreal on 
tiie Dominion Line steamer Dominion.- 
When leaving the steamer Mack was 
recognized by Deputy Collector E. H. 
Twohey of the United States Customs 
Service, stationed in that city. Mr. 
Twohey followed the two men to To¬ 
ronto, sitting behind them in the ear 
and overhearing part of their conver¬ 
sation. He wired E. P. Lewis, the 
officer stationed at Suspension Bridge, 
to meet him in Toronto. Lewis fol¬ 
lowed tho two men across the border 
and arrested them. ’

hire oLhers to dig and wash ft 
them, they having become, unde 
law, by the accidents of discovery 
by purchase or otherwise, sole pos 
sessors of gold-bearing rocks and 
sands. To those who thus gets gold 
or buy it or get by trade and take 
it to the mints the government is 
sues money. It puts its stamp upon 
such gold and that stamp makes it 
money. So does our government 
now issue money to those who 
work for gold. Once it also issued 
money to those who worked for sil 
ver —issued it in like manner, later 
by the purchase of silver. But it 
does not so issue money now. It 
issues money only to those who 
work for gold, and to those who or 
ganize banks under the national 
bank law, buy government bonds 
and deposit such bonds with the 
government. Under our monetary 
laws these are the privileged ones 
to. whom the government issues 
money—to the possessors of gold 
and to national banks that are the 
possessors of government bonds. 

In Civil War time the govern¬ 
ment did something more than this. 
Money was then issued not alone to 
those who worked for gold and sil¬ 
ver for their own profit. It was is¬ 
sued to those who worked for the 
government, gave their services to 
the government. Thus the govern¬ 
ment issued greenback currency. 
And how would we Populist have 
money issued today? To those who 
for work gold themselves? No; to 
those who work or would work for 
the government for the creation of 
public work of value. And this 
money we would have irredeemable 
in gold or coin certainly, but not 
irredeemable. We would have it 
redeemable in the net earning of 
the public works for the creation 
of which it was issued. Out of 
such earnings we would have it re¬ 
tired thus making place for the is¬ 
sue of more currency of the same 
kind for the creation of other pub¬ 
lic works. Thus would we have a 
perpetual cycle of issue and re¬ 
demption and have works of public 
utility, new railway and telegraph 
lines for example, irrigation works, 
etc., paid for out of earnings that 
now go to pay interest on capital. 
And we think there is better foun¬ 
dation in governmental ethics for 
the issue of such a currency than 
there is. sure that the issue of the 
money by the government and those 
who would work for the govern¬ 
ment, give their labor to the gov¬ 
ernment, would be more in accord 
with the rules of political ethics 
than is for the issue of a gold cur¬ 
rency. Indeed we are sure there is, 
sure that the issue of money by the 
government to those who work for 
gold and for themselves. In fact we 
cannot see how any one can honest¬ 
ly dispute this. 

A dollar bill is not a thing of 
value itself; no more than is an

which is kept the running account 
of a farmer with a cross-road store. 
The entry made in such book is a 
record of value given and taken, 
and a record binding only on the 
parties to the transaction. And so 
too is the dollar bill a record of 
value given and taken, but a record 
binding on all persons in the com¬ 
munity as certified to by the gov¬ 
ernment and a record put in such 
form that it may bo passed from 
hand to hand. And in essence 
gold coin is just the same thing. It 
is a record of value given and 
taken stamped upon a most expen¬ 
sive material. And the possessor of 
such coin values is not for itself, 
any more than does the possessor of 
the dollar bill value it for the paper 
of which it is made, but because it 
is a check that will be honored by 
all men, redeemed by all tradesmen 
in their wares. The dollar, whether 
stamped on eoinor paper, is in ef¬ 
fect a check which certifies that the 
possessor has rendered some service, 
given something of value N to the 
community and is entitled to equal 
value from the community in re¬ 
turn, Hired by a farmer you labor 
at some allotted task on the farm, 
help in making that which has 
value. And given dollar bills in 
settlement for your toil what do 
you get? Bills that certify that 
you have rendered service of certain 
value, bills that not only the farm¬ 
er will take for their products that 
you help him to make buUthat all 
persons will take for their products 
and that will therefore enable you 
to get such things from the com¬ 
munity as you want to a value equal 
to the value of the service you have 
rendered. So it is that money by 
its nature is not a thing of value 
but a representative of value, that 
coins and bills are mere counters 
of no value in themselves but that 
we value because we can exchange 
them for things of value. 

Now as a dollar bill is a record 
of value given and taken it is of in¬ 
estimable importance that it should 
be an honest record. For if such 
>i'd change loss will be inflicted 
on someone. We have said posses¬ 
sion of a dollar bill will enable him 
who has earned it to command from 
the community, at such times and 
in such quantities as may suit his 
convenience, things of equal value 
to the value of service rendered. 
But il such bill change in value 
while lie has it in his possession he 
may not be able to command as 
great value when he parts with it 
as he gave for it: Or again he may 


se a shrinkage of general values 
such as cannot but paralyze trade 
and industry for such shrinkage 
must sap tile profits ot all producers 
tend to reduce debtors to insolven¬ 
cy with shrinkage in values 
tbeie is no shrinkage of debts, and 
so destroy confidence. And on the 
other hand a cheapening of the 
dollar such as will cause an infla¬ 
tion of general values inevitably 
distracts men’s attention from their 
legitimate pursuits by dazzling 
them with a show of the specula- 
tor s gains, and leads on to an era 
of wild speculative inflation that 
must end in collapse such as can¬ 
not iaii to give a paralytic shock 
to the whole industrial fabric. 

I'or ever let it be borne in mind 
that there is but one way for a peo¬ 
ple to gain wealth and that is to 
produce it by honest toil. They 
cannot gain wealth by despoiling 
one another or even by despoiling 
other peoples. And those things 
which conduce to honest toil are 
honest measures by which the fruits 
of toil are distributed. If there be 
honest measures those who engage 
themselves in the production of 
wealth, seek wealth by producing 
it not by despoiling their neighbors 
will receive the fruits of their toil 
and be encouraged to pursue the 
paths of honesty and wealth pro- 
ductibrrr If ihere be not honest 
measures they will not get the full 
fruit of their toil, they will see spec 
ulators revel in wealth which tbev 
produce, but the enjoyment of 
which seems to beyond their reach, 
they will be discouraged. There¬ 
fore the importance of honest 
measures. 

Now we have seen how our money 
is now issued. We have stated our 
belief that it is issued upon a prin¬ 
ciple that has no warrant in politi¬ 
cal ethics; that instead of being is¬ 
sued to those who work for gold 
for their own profit it ought to be 
issued to those who work for the 
government. For it seems only- 
right that the government should 
issue its money to those who give it 
value in return. To single out the 
producers of gold above all others, 
issue to them money for such of 
their product as they may deposit 
at the mints, and deny a like priv¬ 
ilege to the producers of all other 
products, thus according to the 
holder of gold an exclusive privi¬ 
lege, seems wrong. And not only 
is a wrong in principle but it is 
grievous in result. For our money 
issued in this way is not under the 
regulation of the government. Its 
issue is wholly subject to the pro¬ 
duction of gold. Much gold pro¬ 
duced and much money will be is 
sued—little gold and little money. 
And while this is so it is too much 
to expect that we should have an 
honest measure of values. For the 
production gold varies much. No 
one commodity is of unchangeable 
value or purchasing power and gold

entry made on the pass book in issue of money being dependent on 

the production of gold and that 
production shrinking, as it often 
has, the issue of money must shrink. 
And if we cut down the supply of 
anything its value will, the demand 
remaining the same, go up. And as 
Tor the demand for money it never 
does remain the same. In a state of 
industrial growth, and we ought to 
so manage that such state would be 
a constant one, it must steadily in¬ 
crease. If we do not meet such in¬ 
creasing -demand with a constant 
increase in the supply of money we 
must then have a rise in the value 
of money and a shrinkage in the 
value of things generally. And such 
shrinkage will -promptly put 
brake on industrial growth. 

Now do we want to have such a 
brake pat upon our industrial 
growth intermittingly? Surely do 
we not. And as we do not want to 
see such a brake applied we must 
see that the issue of money is so 
relegated that the supply will keep, 
pace with the demand. While we 
issue money only those and to all 
those who deposit gold with the 
government this can never be. For 
such issue puts the regulation of 
the same beyond the reach of gov¬ 
ernment and leaves it entirely de¬ 
pendent on the offerings of gold for 
coinage by individuals and corpor¬ 
ations, and offerings largely depen¬ 
dent in turn on the production of 
gold. And the issue of money to 
those who might bring silver, as 
also to those who bring gold, would 
be an improvement only in a degree. 
It would not bring the issue of 
money under the regulation of the 
government. It would leave that 
regulation primarily to accident as 
now. Nor is the the issue of money 
of lliose national banks which de¬ 
posit government bonds as a pledge 
lor the redemption of such notes 
going material!ycliango the status 
so long as redemption of all such 
•ttoney in gold is required. And if 
such redemption were not required, 
or such requirement disobserved by 
banks, we would have the regula¬ 
tion of the issue of money put fur¬ 
ther than ever beyond the reach of 
the government. We would have 
the banks, that now would be inter¬ 
ested to cause a fall in money, now 
a rise, in control of the issue. Aud 
in such case it would be natural to 
have a dollar of the most change- 
ble value.—The American.

OSTRICH AS A WATCHMAN. 


Sagacious Bird, Named Napolean, Keeps 
Guard. 

An ostrich watchman Is the latest 
trained wonder in Florida. He can he 
seen every night making his rounds 
through the pens of 'an ostrich farm 
near Jacksonville, says a correspond¬ 
ent of the Philadelphia Times. About 
a week ago the sagacious bird, which 
has been named Napoleon, proved his 
capacity for the appointment. About 
eight months ago the owners of this 
herd of. ostriches established the farm 
at this place. Previous to this time 
and since 1885, when they made their 
first importations of birds into this 
country,they carried on their extensive 
farm in California. Attracted by the 
salubrious climate and the shorter dis¬ 
tance to their markets, they determin¬ 
ed upon this step. When they estau- 
lished their farm at Jacksonville, they 
added as an especial attraction speci¬ 
mens of many rare birds and animals 
capable of easy domestication. Among 
the former was a flock of over 200 
golden and other varieties of phea¬ 
sants. In the course of events this 
fact became known to the many color¬ 
ed gentry, and knowing the darky’s 
natural penchant for “chickin’,” tho 
owners feared for their latest purchas¬ 
es. The pheasants, they knew, would 
he tempting, because all birds look 
alike to coons, and these resembled 
more than anything else, nice, fat 
yellow-legged roosters, and so would 
become doubly tempting. Nor were 
the fears of the owners groundless. 
The “cullod” population rapidly pass¬ 
ed through the stages of hearing, in¬ 
vestigating and finally seeing. At this 
stage of the game the owners of the 
ostrich herd took steps to prevent the 
loss of their property, and Napoleon 
was called Into requisition.

Repeated and apparently irrepressible 
atrocities perpetrated upon Christian 
missionaries In China by the Society of 
“Boxers” have at last taken on a politi¬ 
cal aspect and will probably lead up to 
a precipitate settlement of the open 
door question, although iu an indirect 
manner. Unless the authorities at Pe¬ 
king display more willingness or ability 
to protect foreigners tlian they have 
shown thus far the governments of civ¬ 
ilized nations will be compelled to take 
affairs Into their own hands. Once 
that tills step is made there will prob¬ 
ably be an end of both “boxers” and of 
the “Chinese question.” 

* * * 

The thug society, whose unspeakable 
deeds have horrified the Christian peo¬ 
ple of two continents, is said to have a 
membership running up into millions. 
The scene of its present outrages is 
che maritime province of Shan Tung, 
which lies south of the Chinese capi¬ 
tal city. Shan Tung has an area of 
6(5,000 square miles, almost the exact 
size of the state of Illinois. Packed 
within this space is a population of not 
less than 35,000,000 subjects of the em¬ 
peror. These figures indicate against 
what odds our Christian missionaries 
have to contend. 

* * * 

When and where the Society of Box¬ 
ers was organized is not known. But 
we are certain that it was not origin¬ 
ated for the purpose of slaughtering 
“foreign devils,” the name bestowed on 
Europeans by the Chinese. The society 
was first called the “Brotherhood of the 
Strong Sword,” and its object was the 
extirpation of native robbers. But this 
admirable motive was corrupted by 
wicked men within the organization, 
and of recent years its machinery has 
been turned against all Europeans, and 
especially against missionaries. This 
fact is due to certain unalterable preju¬ 
dices, beliefs and customs of the Chi¬ 
nese on the one hand, and to the delib¬ 
erate lies and slanders of the educated 
natives on the other. 

* • • 

Take him all around, tho Chinese is 
a quiet, peace loving fellow who ab¬ 
hors a fight. lie is not warmly wedded 
to his religion as is the Hindu. He 
would as soon profess Christianity as 
Buddhism or Confucianism. He has 
no quarrel with the Christian mission¬ 
ary because of that functionary’s doc¬ 
trines or because of his desire to let the 
light of the gospel shine in China. The 
enmity of the yellow mail for the mis¬ 
sionary lies in the almost insane re¬ 
gard in which tho Chinese hold their 
dead ancestors. The Chinese will lis¬ 
ten unmoved to any denunciation of 
his religion. But a word in derogation 
of his beloved dead rouses within him 
a fiend that stops at nothing. 

4 * * 

For ages the Chinese have followed 
a funerary practice which has been 
held iu more reverent esteem than the 
pigtail. When a man dies his sou dedi¬ 
cates' to his memory a tablet of wood 
upon which are inscribed the words 
“Spirit Lord” and “Spirit Throne.” Af¬ 
ter burial this tablet is taken home, 
set up in a specially prepared place, 
and the eldest son, morning and even¬ 
ing, for tlie mourning period of three 
years, sets before it offerings to the 
soul of the dead man. This custom is 
not religious any more than is the 
Christian custom of strewing flowers 
on the graves of the departed. It is 
only the peculiar fashion in which the 
Chinese honor the memory of their an¬ 
cestors. And, strange as it may seem, 
this practice has stood between Chris¬ 
tianity and the millions of China, for 
two centuries. 

* * * 

When the early Catholic mission¬ 
aries went to the celestial kingdom they 
found its people apparently worship¬ 
ping a slab of wood. Ready to listen 
to all suggestions.- from the mission¬ 
aries in other matters, the Chinese drew 
the line at giving up this particular 
act of homage to their dead. The sol¬ 
diers of the cross wore puzzled. Un¬ 
certain as to whether or not the tablet 
worship; was idolatry, they appealed 
to Rome and the judgment of the pope 
was adverse. To be a Christian the 
Chinese must give up the memorial tab¬ 
let. When, later, the other churches 
sent out their missionaries the Roman 
precedent was followed by them, and 
has been followed until today. That 
is one reason why China has been back¬ 
ward in changing the josshouse for the 
church. 

» * * 

All tills, however, would not account 
for the murderous attacks on the mis¬ 
sionaries, which have made the very 
name of China an abomination. The 
masses of the people in that country 
are steeped in ignorance. They are 
easily, influenced by their intelligent 
and educated countrymen. The latter 
have been at very great pains to instill 
into the minds of tlie vulgar au intense 
hatred for the white preachers of the 
gospel. They influence the passions of 
tlie villagers by telling them that the 
missionaries adopt Chinese children 
for purposes of witchcraft. Orphan 
asylums founded by the missionaries, 
they say, are used as covers to conceal 
the murder of the little ones, whose 
bodies are cut up to obtain certain 
parts very valuable to the witch doc¬ 
tor. As the belief that some organs 
of the body are very potent in magical 
operations is a popular superstition 
with tlie Chinese, it is easy to see how 
readily the cultured among them can 
impose on their simpler fellows by 
using so powerful a lever as this. 

In tlie society of the Boxers the edu¬ 
cated Chinese found an efficient instru¬ 
ment. with which to vent their hate for 
the industrious missionaries. Boxers 
is the new name for the Society of tlie 
Great or Strong Sword (in Chinese Ta 
Too Why). Its members kill and loot 


foreigners and natives without dis¬ 
crimination on the slightest provoca¬ 
tion, and oftentimes on no provocation 
whatever. Occasionally a Boxer is exc, 
euted by order of the provincial govern¬ 
or, but these punishments are only half¬ 
hearted affairs, which, in view of the 
proverbial disdain of death common 
among the Chinese, have little effect. 
Something more than diplomatic pro¬ 
tests will probably be necessary before 
European and American missionaries 
will be perfectly safe in China.—Chica¬ 
go Times-Herald. 


THE BEARS OF KADIAK. 1 


They're Monsters, as Big as An Ox and Very 
Fierce. 

The biggest bears in tlie world are 
to be found on Kadiak Island, in the 
Gulf of Alnska, south of the great 
shoulder of territory that stretches out 
into tlie Pacific, and Dr. Frank Baker 
of the Smithsonian Institute, has sent 
Ehvood Ilofer, a well known guide 
and hunter of the Yellowstone Park, 
to catch one or more of those great 
monsters for tlie National Zoological 
Park. The Kadiak bears are of the 
polar breed, perfectly white, with 
long, heavy fur, and at full growth are 
twice as large as the ordinary black 
bear of the Rocky mountains, weigh¬ 
ing from 2,*100 to 3,000 pounds and 
standing as high as au ordinary cow— 
the biggest carnivorous animals liv¬ 
ing . Tlie tracks they leave in the snow 
have often measured fifteen Indies 
long and ten indies wide. They arc 
very savage and fight desperately 
when attacked. Several have been 
killed, and the skins have been brought 
to this country, but no Kadiak bear 
was ever captured alive. 

I)r. Carlton II. Bean, the fis- expert, 
who is in charge of the department of 
fisheries at the Paris exposition, while 
making an exploration of the fishing 
resources of Kadiak Island last year, 
saw a good many of these bears, and 
describes them in graphic terms. He 
says that while climbing a rocky bill 
one day be saw a large drove of them 
playing like so many lambs. There 
must have been 150 or 200 in the 
bunch, lie says, and some of them were 
enormous. 

Elwood Ilofer takes with him to 
Kadiak a trap which he has used with 
great success in catching wild animals 
in the Yellowstone. The trap itself 
weighs about three tons, and is sent 
in sections to Kadiak, where Hofer 
will take it into the interior, set it up 
and bait It with honey or a pig, if the 
latter can be obtained. Bears aroma 
commonly fond of pork, and a pig 
when imprisoned in a trap makes a 
demonstration which attracts tlie at¬ 
tention of tlie bears at a longer dis¬ 
tance than the odor of the honey.' Tlie 
bear is usually a very shrewd animal 
but those on the Kadiak are unsophis¬ 
ticated and unfamiliar with the tricks 
of the white man, so Hofer thinks they 
will walk into his trap without lies! 
tation, and when they get in there 
once there is no possible way for them 
to get out. He expects to catch sev 
oral of the monsters, but prefers ;.»e 
young ones, because they are more 
easily acclimated in a new country and 
can be more readily handled than those 
that are full grown. He expects to 
have difficulty in getting tlie animals 
away from tlie island, because there 
are no docks or landing places, and a 
steamer is compelled to anchor out 
some distance from the shore, so that 
the bears will have to embark in ca 
noes. If the water is calm he may be 
able to float them over to the side of 
the vessel on a raft and hoist them to 
the deck with a sling. Ilofer is a man 
of ingenuity and great resource, and 
the Smithsonian people arc quite sure 
that lie can get a Kadiak bear down 
here if anybody can.—Chicago Record 


A QUESTION OF AGE. 


At Certain Periods of Women’s Lives Trulb 
Disappears. 

Experienced enumerators have found 
that tlie tendency of people is to rep 
resent themselves younger Ilian they 
actually arc. This impulse seems to be 
irresistible between the ages of twenty 
five and sixty. The greatest proportion 
of errors is at the sixtieth year, but 
die greatest number is at the thirtieth 
year or fortieth year. At this fatal 
Rubicon people usually falter. In 1S90 
there were 018,041 persons reported as 
thirty-nine years of age, 1,037,330 as 
forty, and 480,853 persons at forty- 
one. Among women 500,744 were re¬ 
ported to be forty', 200,077 thirty-nine, 
and 224,551 forty. 

With a fairly steady flow of immi 
gration and a stationary or increasing 
population there ought always to be 
fewer persons of a given age than of 
any single age preceding; less people 
fifty years old than forty-nine, and so 
on. But census age tables invariably 
siiow the reverse. At tlie last census 
240,880 persons were returned as fifty 
nine years old, while tlie number re¬ 
turned at sixty was 502,788. 

Where Immigration is slight the per¬ 
sons of a given age at one census must 
necessarily be less than tlie persons 
ten years younger at the preceding cen¬ 
sus. Thus in ]890 the persons twenty- 
five years old are necessarily fewer in 
number than the persons fifteen years 
old in 1880, because tlie twenty-five 
year class of 1S90 is composed of the 
survivors of the fifttcn-year-elass in 
1880. These are facts, but English¬ 
women arc not abashed by facts. In 
England tlie number of women return¬ 
ing themselves as between twenty and 
twenty-five years of age is always 
greater than the number of girls report 
ed at tlie preceding census from ten to 
fifteen years old. and yet people can’t 
lie born twenty years old.—Chicago 
Record.

PHYSICALLY, THEY ARE THE 
FINEST IN CENTRAL ASIA. 


But, Morally, They Are Utterly De¬ 
graded—Shocking: Brutality to Their 
Women and Cruelty to Their 
Children. 


One of the most barbarous people in 
the world are the Sifans of Thibet, al¬ 
though, physically, they are among 
the finest races to be found in Central 
Asia. They are not uniform in color, 
some being black and some brown. 
But they are uniformly thievish and 
lazy. 

Among their bad traits are ungov¬ 
ernable hostility to one another and 
love of warfare. Each tribe is always 
at war with its neighbor, and gener¬ 
ally upon the most trivial pretext. 
Two men may quarrel over the posses¬ 
sion of a knife or an equally trifling 
article. The aggrieved party returns 
to his tribe and reports the facts of the 
case to his chief. His right to the arti¬ 
cle in question is never considered; it 
is enough that he should have quar¬ 
reled over it. War is immediately de¬ 
clared on the tribe of his rival by 
sending messengers with arrows 
dipped in blood and the head of any 
unfortunate prisoner of war who may 
have been captured prior to the out¬ 
break of hostilities. From that mo¬ 
ment the quarrel becomes deadly. No 
concerted action is taken, the strife 
being in the nature of a gigantic feud. 
When a man of one tribe meets one 
of the rival tribe a combat takes place 
until one or the other has been killed, 
the victor cutting off the head of his 
vanquished foe as a trophy of his 
prowess. Poisoned food and the poi¬ 
soning of wells are stratagems which 
either tribe feels itself quite at liberty 
to use to compass the downfall of a 
rival. This sanguinary feud may last 
for months, or even years, until, both 
sides tiring of the loss of life, a settle¬ 
ment is effected through the media¬ 
tion of some powerful chief, who is not 
a party to the quarrel. 

The lives of the women are one of 
horrible abasement. Polyandry is 
generally practiced, increasing the 
horror of the woman’s position, for 
she Is required to be a slave to a num¬ 
ber of masters, who treat her with 
most vigorous harshness and brutality. 
From the day of her birth until her 
death, and Slfan women seldom live 
to be 50. her life is one protracted 
period of degradation. She is called 
upon to perform the most menial and 
degrading services and the entire 
manual labor of the community, it be 
ling considered degrading for a man 
to engage in other labor than that pro¬ 
vided by warfare and the chase. The 
right to her possession among her nu¬ 
merous husbands is determined by age. 
When the oldest lord and master is 
not engaged in some expedition which 
keeps him absent from his village, lie 
places his boots and weapons over the 
door of his dwelling, and until he has 
gone the others are obliged to keep 
away, when the next in age takes up 
the ownership of the joint property. 
Should the eldest husband die, how 
ever, the rights of succession are de¬ 
termined by force of might, which cus 
tom gives rise, not infrequently, to 
bloody and long-protracted feuds. The 
lifo of woman, being held in little or 
no esteem, is taken without the least 
compunction, and suicide among the 
female population is of frequent oc 
currence. 

Among nearly all savage races a 
certain affection for their offspring is 
manifested by parents. Among the 
Sifans, however, such an abstract 
moral quality as affection is entirely 
unknown, and when one has witnessed 
the hardships attending the early life 
of the children of this strange race, 
one cannot help wondering how they 
manage to survive. When a child is to 
be horn the mother is driven from the 
village in which she lives, and is com¬ 
pelled to take up her abode in some 
roadside hut or cave in the open coun¬ 
try, a scanty supply of food, furnished 
by her husbands, being brought to her 
by the other women of the tribe. 
When the child is born, the mother 
remains with it for one or two months, 
and then, leaving it in the cave, re¬ 
turns to the village and informs her 
eldest husband of its birth and tho 
place where she has left it. If the 
child is a male, some consideration is 
shown to her; should it be a female, 
however, her lot is frightful, for, aside! 
from the severe beating to which she 
is subjected by her husband, she suf¬ 
fers the scorn and contumely of the 
rest of the tribe. If it is a male child, 
the husband goes to the cave and 
brings it back to the village; If it is 
of the opposite sex he takes one of 
several courses—sometimes he returns 
with the female infant; as often ho 
ignores it entirely and allows it to per¬ 
ish, or he may dispose of it to some 
other man as a prospective wife.

McKinley and Roosevelt Unani¬ 
mously Chosen Republican 
Standard Bearers, 


CONTENTION IN DETAIL. 


Details of tlio Three Days* Republican 
National Convention In Philadelphia 
. —The Ticket Selected by Acclamation 
— Senator Foraker, of Ohio, Nomi¬ 
nated McKinley For President, and 
Young, of Iowa, Presented the Name 
of Koosevolt For Vice-President — No 
Others Placed Before tlio Convention 
—Scenes Attending the Naming of the 
Ticket—National Committee Organizes 

Philadelphia. (Special). — Tlie stand¬ 
ard bearers unanimously chosen to 
lead the Republican hosts by the Na¬ 
tional Convention, which was held in 
the Convention Hall, at tlio National 
Export grounds, are William McKin¬ 
ley, of Ohio, for President, and Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt, of Now York, for Vice- 
President. President McKinley was 
unanimously renominated, the roll call 
of States showing 920 votes In his fa¬ 
vor, the full votes of the delegates 
present. Governor Roosevelt was 
unanimously nominated, receiving 925 
votes, the entire number of delegates, 
less one, his own vote not being re¬ 
corded. The President’s name was 
presented by Senator Foraker, and 
Theodore Roosevelt, Senator Thurston, 
Governor Mount, of Indiana, J. AV. 
Yerkes, of Kentucky, and George 
Knight, of California, made seconding 


speeches. Lafayette Young, of Iowa, 
nominated Theodore Roosevelt for 
Vice-President, and Marshall J. Mur¬ 
ray, of Massachusetts, J. M. Ashton, 
of AVasliington, and Senator Depew 
made seconding speeches. Great dem¬ 
onstrations of enthusiasm greeted the 
nominating speeches and the announce¬ 
ment of the result. AVlien Senator 
Foraker had presented the mine of 
President McKinley there was a scene 
rarely equaled in any convention. The 
delegates cheered for a quarter of an 
hour, seized their banners and marched 
to the platform, where they sang the 
“Battle Hymn of the Republic,” and 
generally gave veiit to their enthu¬ 
siasm. After the usual vote of thanks 
the convention adjourned sine die. 

The convention-was in session three 
days. Tile temporary organization 
was effected on the first day, the per¬ 
manent organization was effected and 
the platform adopted on the second, 
and the nominations were made on the 
third. 

The first session of the convention 
was called to order by Senator Hanna, 
Chairman of the Republican National

Committee. The Rev. J. G. Bolton 
opened the proceedings with prayer, 
after which Senator Hanna made a 
speech of welcome to the delegates. 
Senator Edward O. AA’olcott, of Colo¬ 
rado, was introduced as temporary 
chairman. 

Senator AA'olcott, in his speech, re¬ 
viewed the record of the party. He 
prophesied extension of American 


commerce in China, unless counsels of 
fear prevail, and declared the Dem¬ 
ocracy had been effectually routed. 
He pledged the party to prompt action 
in curbing harmful trusts, to an Amer¬ 
ican interoceanic ship canal and to re¬ 
lief from the War Revenue act. He 
praised McKinley’s course, defended 
the Porto Itlcan and Philippine policy, 
and declared that four years of Repub¬ 
lican administration had made the na¬ 
tion’s credit unassailable throughout 
the world. 

When Mr. AVnlcot.t concluded ho read 
a long list of secretaries and officials 
previously agreed upon. Former Gov¬ 
ernor Taylor, of Kentucky, seconded 
the nominations of the various officials 
announced, and they were elected un¬ 
animously. The usual routine motions 
relating to the rules and the formation 
of committees were then adopted, and 
the convention plunged Into the long 
process of calling the roll of States for 
lists of officers of the various delega¬ 
tions. The convention adjourned at 3 
o’clock until noon the following day. 

Temporary Chairman AA’aleott called 
the convention to order on the second 
day. The Rev. Charles M. Boswell 
opened the proceedings with prayer. 
Fifteen surviving delegates of the first 
Republican convention, called at Pitts¬ 
burg forty-four years ago, were then 
presented to the convention, and Were 
received enthusiastically. They car¬ 
ried the American flag used tu that 
convention, and another standard bore 
t.lie legend “National Fremont Associa¬ 
tion, Republican Party,Organized Feb-, 
ruary 32, 185G, at Pittsburg, Penn. 1 ’ 

Representative Sereno E. Payne, of 
New York, Chairman of the Committee 
on Credentials, rend the report of the 
committee, which was adopted unani¬ 
mously. 

General Grosvenor, of Ohio, Chair¬ 
man of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization, then presented the com¬ 
mittee’s report, which Was adopted. 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge was 
named for permanent chairman, and 
the other temporary officers were 
made permanent. 

Senator Lodge, in his speech, re¬ 
viewed tlio issues of the day. He said 
the gold standard had been firmly es¬ 
tablished, and as the result of our 
war with Spain Cuba was free, tie 
said the party would maintain the pro¬ 
tection policy, revive the merchant 


marine, establish civil government in 
the Philippines, and stimulate the ex¬ 
pansion of our trade, especially in the 
Far East. 

Senator Fairbanks, Chairman of the 
Committee on Resolutions, then pre¬ 
sented the platform to the convention. 
The platform was adopted unanimous¬ 
ly. 

The roll of States was then called 
for the names of those appointed by 
the different delegations to serve as 
members of the National Committee 
and as vice-presidents of the conven¬ 
tion. 

The convention adjourned at 3 
o’clock until noou the following day. 

On the third and last day Permanent 
Chairman Lodge called the convention 
to order at 10.30 o’clock in the morn¬ 
ing. Tlie band ushered in the session 
with the National Anthem and Arch¬ 
bishop Ryan delivered the opening in¬ 
vocation. 

Under the order of unfinished busi¬ 
ness former Senator Quay withdrew 
his resolution proposing a reduction 
in the representation of the Southern 
delegates, which was offered at the 
previous session. The Southern dele¬ 
gates rose in a body and cheered wild¬ 
ly the withdrawal of the proposition. 

Mr. Lodge then advanced to the 
front of the platform, and a thrill 
went through the vast audience as he 
announced: “-Under the rules, nomina¬ 
tions for the office of the President of 
the United States are now in otder.” 

There was a momentary shout, 
which the Chairman punctured with 
“the State of Alabama is recognized.” 

A tall and swarthy Alabamian stood 
on his chair, and by prearrangement 
answered: 

“Alabama yields to Ohio.’ 

This was the signal for the recogni¬ 
tion of Senator Foraker, who was to 
make the speech nominating McKinley 
as the Itepuoilcan candidate for Pres¬ 
ident. Amid a tumult of applause 
Senator Foraker went to the platform 
and when quiet was restored began 
to speak. First he thanked Alabama 
for its courtesy in yielding the floor, 
but lie attributed that courtesy to the 
overwhelming popularity of the can¬ 
didate. Briefly, Senator Foraker ad¬ 
verted to the record of the President 
in peace and in war as one of the 
most remarkable in history. 

AVlien Senator Foraker concluded 
there occurred a remarkable demon¬ 
stration. Every one stood and waved 
and yelled. Standards were wrenched 


from theJr places and borne aloft with 
umbrellas; great plumes of red, white 
and blue formed a tempestuous sea 
of color. The delegates then marched 
in solid ranks to the platform, with 
standards, plumes, banners and flags.

After the demonstration had contin¬ 
ued seven minutes the Ohio delegation 
moved tip the aisle, while all the other 
State delegations, bearing aloft their 
standards, formed in a grand proces* 
slon about the hall. The demonstra¬ 
tion lasted just fifteen minutes. 

Governor Roosevelt was recognized 
and amid great cheering he advanced 
to tlie platform to deliver the second¬ 
ing speech. Governor Roosevelt’s nr- 
gumeutive style kept the audience en 
rapport with him, for he was given 
tlie closest attention by the vast au¬ 
dience, As the Governor left the plat¬ 
form he was accorded an ovation, and 
when quiet was restored tlio Chairman 
recognized Senator Thurston, of Ne¬ 
braska, for a speech seconding the 
nomination of the President. 

The Senator pictured the President 
as a soldier in many a hard-fought 
field, a statesman In the halls of Con¬ 
gress, and as a President directing 
the destinies of a nation—“our Presi¬ 
dent how, our President to be again.” 

Senator Lodge then recognized John 
AV. Yerkes, of Kentucky, who arose 
to also second the nomination on be¬ 
half of tlie South. George Knight, 
head of the California delegation, was 
then recognized and in an effective 
speech lie voiced the sentiments of his 
State, 

“A’ote, vote," eamo from the dele¬ 
gates as Mr. Knight concluded, but the 
Chairman stilled tlie outcry and recog¬ 
nized Governor Mount, of Indiana, 
who, in behalf of tlie Hoosier State, 
Seconded the nomination of McKinley. 

At 12.37 the Vote began. All tlio 
States cast their vote for McKinley, 
and the tally clerks quickly made the 
official summary and handed it to the 
Chairman. Mr. Lodge took the paper, 
and advancing to the front of the 
stage, said: 

“The total vote cast Is 92G. AVililam 
McKinley has received 92G votes. I< 
is a unanimous vote, and the Chair¬ 
man declares that AVilliam McKinley 
is your nominee for the Presidency 
for the term beginning March 4, 1901.” 

The delegates were pretty tired by 
the time the McKinley nomination 
and Its attendant enthusiasm had 
taken place, but after a brief interval 
Chairman Lodge restored order and 
introduced Colonel Lafe Young, of 
Iowa, who withdrew the name of Rep¬ 
resentative Dolliver and presented that 
of Roosevelt. He was followed by 
Michael J. Murray, of Massachusetts, 
who surrendered for Secretary Long 
and seconded the nomination. 

J. M. Ashton, of AVasliington, a 
young-loking delegate, made the next 
seconding speech. As he closed, Gov¬ 
ernor Roosevelt bent forward and 
whispered something to Mr. Odell, and 
the two laid hold of Senator Dopew 
and forced him to his feet. A shout 
at once went up from all sides for 
“Depew, Depew!” The Senator moun- 
ed the platform and then plunged into 
a speech withdrawing AA'oodruff’s 
and seconding the nomination of 
Roosevelt. 

AA’hen Arkansas was called the noise 
was to great to enable anybody to 
hear more than the vowels sound as 
the clerk read the names and fig¬ 
ures. New York cast only seventy- 
one votes, and was recorded ns “One 
not voting”—Roosevelt himself. 

At the conclusion of the roll call, 
925 votes for Roosevelt were an¬ 
nounced, and he was declared nomi¬ 
nated. 

Mr. Lodge was appointed Chairman 
of the Committee of Notification for 
McKinley, and Mr. AA’olcott for Roose¬ 
velt. 

Resolutions of thanks to Mr. Lodge 
and Mr. AVolcott for their able serv¬ 
ices as presiding officers were unani¬ 
mously adopted, also thanks to Mayor 
Ashbridge, of Philadelphia, for tlie 
hospitality of the city, and to all offi¬ 
cials of the convention. 

This closed the work, and at 2.14 
on motion of Senator Payne, of New 
York, the Republican National Con¬ 
vention of 1900 adjourned slue die. 


McKinley Q,ets the News. 

AVnshington, D. C. (Special).—AVlien 
word came over the v ires to the AVhite 
House just before 1 o’clock p. m. that 
President McKinley had been renomin¬ 
ated by acclamation, the President 
took the little slip of paper on which 
was written the expected message and 
went immediately to tlie private parlor 
of the mansion to tell Mrs. McKinley 
what the convention had done. 


Hanna Will Maim^e the Campaign. 

Philadelphia (Special).—Tlie National 
Committee met immediately after the 
adjournment of the convention. Sena¬ 
tor Hanna was nominated and re¬ 
elected chairman for the next four 
years. The headquarters of the Na¬ 
tional Committee will lie established 
at Chicago and New York, as in the 
campaign of 189(5. 



Passenger Train Plunges Into a 
Washout and 35 People Killed. 


ONLY NINE PASSENGERS ESCAPED DEATH 


Tlio AVreck Caught Fire and the En- 
tiro Train, With the Exception of 
Sleeper, Destroyed—A List 
ot the Dead. 


A passenger train on the Macon 
branch of the Southern railway ran 
into a washout one and a half miles 
north of McDonough, Ga., Saturday 
night and was completely wrecked. 
The wreck caught fire and the entire 
train with the exception of the sleeper 
was destroyed. Every person on 
the train except the occupants of the 
Pullman car perished. Not a mem¬ 
ber of the train crew escaped. Thir¬ 
ty-five persons in all were killod. 
Following is a list of the dead: Wm. 
A. Barclay, conductor, Atlanta; J. 
E. Wood, conductor, Atlanta; J. H. 
Hunnicut, conductor, Atlanta; J. 
T. Sullivan, engineer; AV, W. Ben¬ 
nett, baggagomaster, Atlanta; T. F. 
Maddox, cotton buyer, Atlanta; AV. 

J. Pate, Atlanta; twelve-year-old 
son of W. J. Pate, Atlanta; H. R. 
Cressman, Macon, Ga.; George W. 
Flournoy, Atlanta; D. C. Hightoweri 
Stockbridge, Ga.; AV. AV. Sparks, 
Macon, Ga.; Elder Henson, traveling 
man, supposed to have been from 
Florida; J. R. Florida, Nashville, 
Tenn. ; W. O. Ellis, bridgeman, 
Stockbridgo; D. Y. Griffith, super¬ 
visor; J. H, Rhodes, flagman; John 
Brantley, white, fireman; Will 
Green, extra fireman; W. L. Moris- 
sett, pump repairer; W. R. Lawrence, 
foreman extra gang; Ed Byrd, col¬ 
ored fireman, Atlanta; Robert Spen¬ 
cer, train porter; four bodies uni¬ 
dentified ; eight negro section hands. 

The train left Macon, at 7:10 and 
was due in Atlanta at 9:45 Saturday 
night. McDonough was reached on 
time. 

Tremendous rains of dally occur¬ 
rence for the past two weeks have 
swollen all streams in this part of 
the south, and several washouts 
have been reported on the different 
roads. About a mile and a half 
north of McDonough Camp creek 
comes somewhat near the Southern’s 
tracks and, running alongside it for 
some distance, finally passes away 
under the road by a heavy stone cul¬ 
vert. A cloudburst broke over that 
section of the county about 6 o’clock 
and presumably shortly after dark 
washed out a section of the track 
nearly 100 feet in length. Into this 
the swiftly moving train plunged. 
There was not a note of warning. 
The storm was still raging and all 
tho car windows wore closed. The 
passengers, secure as they thought, 
and sheltered comfortably from the 
inclement weather went to death 
without an Instant’s warning. 

.The train, consisting of a baggage 
car, second-class coach, first-class 
coach and a Pullman sleeper, was 
knocked into kindling wood by the 
fall. The wreck caught fire in a few 
minutes after the fall and all the 
coaches were burned except the 
Pullman car. 

Every person on the train, excopt 
the occupants of the Pullman car, 
perished In the disaster. There was 
no escape, as the heavy Pullman car 
weighted down the others, and the 
few alive in tho sleeper were unable 
to render assistance to their fellow 
passengers. 

As the wreck began to go to pieces 
under the destructive work of both 
flames and flood, human bodies, 
floated out from the mass and were 
carried down stream by the current. 

Hangred and Shot. 

Frank Gilmore was hanged and 
shot*near New Orleans, La., by a de¬ 
termined mob Saturday night for the 
murder of Mrs. Joseph Coates, after 
he had confessed to the dastardly 
crime. Ho was first strung up to a 
beech tree limb. The branch broke 
and the mob riddled the dazed villain 
with bullets before be could rise from 
the ground. A hole was dug under 
the tree where the lynching took 
place. Gilmore’s body was tumbled 
into it and then the mob dispersed. 

Another Note to Turkey. 

Lloyd O. Griscom, United States 
charge d'affaires at Constantinople, 
presented a fresh note to the Otto¬ 
man government, insisting upon an 
immediate reply to the demand oi 
the United States for a settlement ol 
tlie indemnity in connection with 
the losses of Americans at the time 
of the Armenian massacres. Al¬ 
though vigorously phrased, the note 
js pot an ultimatum, 


TIEN TSIN BOMBARDED. 

Eight Hundred Americans Taking Fart 
in the Fight. 

The silence of Pekin continues un¬ 
broken, says a London dispatch. 
Four thousand men of the allied 
forces were having sharp defensive 
fighting at Tien Tsin Tuesday 
and AVednesday, with a prospect¬ 
or being reinforced Thursday. This 
is the situation in China, as set forth 
in the British government dispatch. 

“Eight hundred Americans are 
taking part in the fight at Tien 
Tsin,” says the Shanghai correspond¬ 
ent of the Daily Express, “and they 
apparently form a part of the supple¬ 
mentary force, arriving with German 
and British after the conflict started. 
It is impossible to estimate the num¬ 
ber of Chinese there, but they had a 
superior number of guns.” 

The commander of the German 
squadron at Taku has wired as fol¬ 
lows to tho government: 

“A French officer who has arrived 
here from Tien Tsin, which place he 
left June 20, reports that for three 
days tho city has been bombarded by 
the Chinese and that tho troops of 
the foreign detachment were short 
of ammunition.” 

Tbroo Missionaries Regcued. 

Rev. Dr. Leonard, secretary of the 
Methodist Foreign Missionary Soci¬ 
ety, in New York, received the fol¬ 
lowing cablegram: 

“Ghee Foo—Tien Tsin bombarded, 
Pekin very serious. Hopkins, Brown 
and King saved. Are on gunboat. 

“Brown.” 

The three men mentioned are mis¬ 
sionaries. Dr. Leonard infers from 
the fact that only those who were 
saved aro cabled, tho remaining 
twenty-four missionaries in Tien 
Tsin have been murdered by the Box¬ 
ers. Among them are many women, 
including five in the Women’s Foreign 
Missionary Society and members of 
tho Haynor, Pike, Hopkins and 
Brown families. 

LI Ilung: Changes Remedy. 

Li Hung Chang, who was inter¬ 
viewed in Canton, said he would 
leave for Pekin on Juno 27 in obedi¬ 
ence to an order from the Empress 
to suppress tlie Boxors and to make 
peace with the powers. 

He endorses the opinion that he is 
the only man in China capable of 
coping with the situation. He said 
ho believed the Boxors to bo a “rab¬ 
ble led away by fanaticism and anti- 
Christian feeling,” but he also de¬ 
clared that the native Christian lead¬ 
ers were much to blame, inasmuch 
as they engendered litigation in the 
native oourts. He asserted that ho 
did not regard the Boxers as a political 
society, and that in his opinion the 
Empress had been misled and misin¬ 
formed. 

It Required a Convict. 

Tho inside steel doors to tho cash 
and bond boxes in the state treasury 
vaults at Frankfort, Ky., the com¬ 
binations of which wore lost when 
the new state treasurer took charge 
of the office were opened Saturday. 
Frankfort machinists had been at 
work on the doors for three days and 
made no progress. A message was 
sent to the penitentiary for a con¬ 
vict who could blow open a safe 
Frank Simmons, who was sent up 
from Floyd county for safe-blowing, 
was selected by the prison authorities 
as the best man to do the job, and he 
justified their confidence by opening, 
the s,afe in thirty minutes. 

' Captain George F. Towle Dead. 

Tho death is announced in London 
of Captain George F. Towle, United 
States army, retired, aged G5 years. 
Ho was twice breveted for gallant 
and meritorious service during the 
civil war. 

Crop Situation a Calamity. 

The Chicago Times-Herald pub¬ 
lishes a crop report prepared by 
Snow, the crop expert, who has just 
completed a two weeks’ trip through 
tho states of Minnesota, North Da¬ 
kota and South Dakota. He declares 
the situation a national calamity and 
claims the wheat failure the worst 
ever known. He estimates the Da¬ 
kotas as promising only 20,000,00( 
bushels each and Minnesota 85,000,- 
000 bushels, a total of 75,000,000 
bushels, against 200,000,000 bushels 
last- year and 225,000,000 Lushels in 
1898. 

Cheatnutt Got Twenty Years. 

The jury in the Frederick Chest¬ 
nut! murder case at Columbus, Ga., 
returned a verdict of voluntary man¬ 
slaughter and he was sentenced tc 
twenty years in the penitentiary.

Iu the Anniston city court Jeff 
Rountree, a well known farmer of 
near Piedmont, was found guilty of 
murder in the second degree and sen¬ 
tenced to ten years in the peniten¬ 
tiary. Rountree shot and killed Jim 
Richards, a young white man who 
worked for and boardod with him sev¬ 
eral months ago, but claimed that he 
did it in self-defense. 

School Lands Patents Received. 

The patents to tho Montevallo and 
Tuskegee school lands, granted by an 
act of congress, were received in tho 
office of the governor a few days ago. 
The patent of the Montevallo school 
covers a total of 22,157 aores, and 
that of the Tuskegee school 22,021 
acres. The remainder of the land is 
yet to be selected. The governor 
has advertised for bids for the sale 
of the Montevallo lands. 

Contract for New Railroad. 

Dunn & Lallande have been award¬ 
ed tho contract to build a mile and a 
half of new track for the Southern 
Railway in Bibb county, tho contract 
price being between $10,000 and $15,- 
000. The new track is to be a spur 
to connect the Southern with some 
new coal mines near Belle Ellen be¬ 
ing opened up by the Bessemer Land 
and Improvement Company. Tlie 
road will be built at once. 

Industrial Development at Irondalo. 

At a special meeting of the Board 
of Mayor and Aldermen of Irondalo a 
fifteen-year franchise was granted to 
Mr. Turpin and associates, giving 
wholesale rights in the corporate 
limits of that place. Messrs. Turpin 
and his associates propose to operate 
electric street car lines, to build 
an electric light and power plant, to 
build a gas plant and furnish gas to 
the city and to erect and maintain a 
water works system.

REPUBLICAN PLATFORM. 


Philadelphia (Special).—Following is 
the platform, iu part, which was 
adopted unanimously by the Republi¬ 
can National Convention: 

The Republicans of theUnited States, 
through their chosen representatives, 
met in National Convention, looking 
back upon an unsurpassed record of 
achievement, and looking forward into 
a great field of duty and opportunity, 
and appealing to the judgment of 
their countrymen, make these declara¬ 
tions: 

Tie commission issued by the peo¬ 
ple in the last national election to the 
Republican party to restore prosperity 
by means of two legislative measures, 
a protective tariff and a law making 
gold tlie standard of value, lias been 
faithfully executed. There is no long¬ 
er controversy as to .he value of any 
Government obligations. Every Amer¬ 
ican dollar is a gold dollar or its as¬ 
sured equivalent, and American credit 
stands higher than that of any nation. 
Capital is fully employed and labor 
everywhere is profitably occupied. 

The American people, sustained by 
the Republican administration, have 
conducted and in victory concluded a 
war for liberty and human rights. No 
thought of National aggrandizement 
tarnished the high purpose with which 
American standards were unfurled. It 
was a war unsought and patiently re¬ 
sisted, but when it. came the American 
Government was ready. Tiie quick 
and signal triumph of our forces on 
land and sea bore tribute to the cour¬ 
age of American soldiers and sailors 
and to the skill nnd foresight of Re¬ 
publican statesmanship. To ten mill- 
tons of the human race there was given 
“A New Birth of Freedom.” and to the 
American people a new and noble re¬ 
sponsibility. 

The administration of William Mc¬ 
Kinley is indorsed. President McKin¬ 
ley has been in every situation the true 
American patriot: and the upright 
statesman, clear iu vision, strong in 
judgment, firm in action, always in¬ 
spiring and deserving the confidence 
of his countrymen. 

Allegiance is renewed to me priuci- 
' pie of the gold standard, and confi¬ 
dence is declared in the legislation es¬ 
tablishing the gold basis by the Fifty- 
sixth Congress. Steadfast opposition 
to the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver is declared. 

The necessity and propriety of hon¬ 
est co-operation of capital to meet new 
business conditions is recognized, but 
all conspiracies and combinations in¬ 
tended to create monopolies are con¬ 
demned, and such legislation as will 
effectually restrain and prevent all 
such abuses is favored. 

Faith iu the policy of protection to 
American labor, by which industries 
have been established, diversified and 
maintained, is renewed. The asso¬ 
ciated policy of reciprocity is favored, 
as well ns a more effective restriction 
of cheap labor from foreign lands. 

The danger of our present depend¬ 
ence upon foreign shipping for nine- 
tenths of our foreign shipping is 
pointed out, and the necessity of na¬ 
tional defence iu the event of war is 
urged as a motive for legislation 
which will enable us to regain our 
former place among the trade-carry¬ 
ing fleets of the world. 

Liberal pension laws and their lib¬ 
eral administration are favored. 

Public improvements looking to the 
permanent, improvement of the roads 
of the country are carefully approved. 

Extension of the rural free delivery 
service wherever its extension may be 
justified is favored. 

Horae rule and the early admission 
to Statehood of the. Territories of 
New Mexico, Arizona and Oklahoma 
are indorsed. 

. The Dingley act, amended to pro¬ 
vide sufficient revenue for the con¬ 
duct of the war, has so well performed 
its work that it lias been possible to 
reduce the war debt to the sum of 
$40,000,000. The country is now justi¬ 
fied in expecting, and it will be the 
policy 'of the Republican party to 
bring about a reduction of the war 
taxes. 

The construction, ownership nnd pro¬ 
tection of an isthmian canal by the 
Government of the United States are 
favored. 

The efforts of the Administration to 
Secure the open door iu China are 
commended.

No 
other course was possible Ilian to de¬ 
stroy Spain’s sovereignty throughout 
the West Indies and in the Philippine 
Islands. Tlie largest measure of self- 
government consistent with their wel¬ 
fare and our' duties shall be secured 
to them by law. To Cuba independ¬ 
ence and self-government were as¬ 
sured in the same voice by which war 
was declared, and to the letter this 
pledge shall be performed.

AMNESTY TO FILIPINOS j™*'* Americans. 


The President’s Order Made Public 
by General MacArthur at Manila. 


AGUINALDO MAY SURRENDER. 


Filipino Leaders Believe They Can 

It About—He la Said to Me Willing to 

Consider Amnesty Flan—Free Pardon 

to All Who Take the Oath of Alio- 

glance to the United States. 

Manila (By Cable).—General MacAr- 
thur has formally announced Presi¬ 
dent McKinley’s order of amnesty. 
Buencamlno, Paterno, and other prom¬ 
inent Filipino leaders are greatly 
pleased, as they believe that, under 
the amnesty, they can bring about tb<? 
surrender of Agulnaldo. who, they de¬ 
clare, is ready and willing to consider 
the peace platform adopted by the 
Filipino leaders with a few insignifi¬ 
cant exceptions. 

It is the consensus of opinion of the 
foreigners, the better class of the Fili¬ 
pinos, and the Spaniards that Aguin- 
aldo will be in Manila shortly as the 
result of the decree and of the nego¬ 
tiations of the Buencamino party. 

Now that the rains have fairly be¬ 
gun, life in the country districts 
Is a great and prolonged hardship. 

Washington, D. C. (Special).—The 
fact that President McKinley had Is¬ 
sued an amnesty proclamation to the 
Filipinos has been carefully guarded 
here, aud the dispatch from Manila is 
the first Intimation that has been re¬ 
ceived by anybody outside the Cabinet 
that such an intention existed. The 
news created tlie most profound sur¬ 
prise as soou as it was made known. 

The proclamation gives a free par¬ 
don to all Filipinos who have partici¬ 
pated in the rebellion against the 
United States, the only condition be¬ 
ing that they take the oath of alle¬ 
giance aud acknowledge the sover¬ 
eignty of the United States Govern¬ 
ment. It excludes no one, except those 
Who have violated the laws of war. 

Tlie proclamation is very brief and 
is plain and simple, its terms com¬ 
prising no more than can lie put on a 
single sheet of typewriting. The offer 
of the amnesty will mark a distinct 
advance in the progress of the arms 
of the United States in the restoration 
of order in the Philippines. 

It is confidently believed that the re¬ 
sult of the proclamation will be tlie 
submission of those Filipino leaders 
who have not yet given their adhesion 
to the control of the islands by the 
United States. The promulgation of 
a proclamation of amnesty lias been 
under consideration for some months, 
and the decision to issue it at this time 
was reached only after advices from 
a number of sources that the time was 
ripe and that assurances had been 
received that it would meet witli a 
worthy response from those to whom 
it was addressed. 

A better understanding of the pur¬ 
poses of tlie United States toward 
them is now understood to prevail 
among the Filipinos, so that their hos¬ 
tility to Americn control lias abated 
in a considerable degree. With the 
general acceptance of amnesty it is 
expected that the American troops will 
not be kept in such ceaseless activity 
and that the pacification of the island 
will go forward more quietly and more 
rapidly. 

BIG FIRE AT BLOOMINGTON. 

Flames Sweep Business Section of Illin¬ 
ois City—Loss Over »1,500,000. 

Bloomington, Ill. (Special).—Fire has 
swept the business section of the city, 
and has entailed a loss that is esti¬ 
mated at between $1,500,000 and 
$ 2 , 000 , 000 . 

- The Peoria and Springfield fire de¬ 
partments were summoned. As every 
effort to check the progress .of the 
flames proved futile, buildings were 
blown up with dynamite after the fire 
had been raging three hours and a 
half. Robert L. Schmitt, aged nine¬ 
teen years, heard the terrific explo¬ 
sions and feil dead from an attack of 
heart disease. 

Five blocks of business buildings, 
located in the heart of tlie city, were 
destroyed. The McLean County Court 
House, valued at $400,000, is a total 
loss, but tlie records were saved. Al¬ 
most fifty business firms were burned 
out, and two lending hotels, the Wind¬ 
sor and Phoenix, wore destroyed. All 
the guests escaped.

HUNTING FOR PEARLS. 

Two Star. In This Perilous Line of 
Work. 

Two famous pearl divers recently 
visited San Francisco to buy a large 
quantity of air pumps, diving suits 
and like paraphernalia of the sea. Opu 
and Talpu are their names, and they 
are generally regarded as stars in 
their perilous line of work. They were 
born on one of the islands of the Dan¬ 
gerous archipelago group. They speak 
good English, however, and both are 
thoroughly familiar with the civiliza¬ 
tion of West Australia, where they 
have spent most of their lives as pearl 
hunters, says the New York Telegraph. 
Taipu is the principal native pearl 
merchant of the many hundreds who 
have embarked in the trade since the 
natives of the Paumotu islands first 
dabbled in that form of commerce. He 
owns a pearling dredger and a ship; 
both are engaged in the trade in south¬ 
western waters. His ship, however, 
13 a mere hulk that travels less than 
ninety miles along the coast. They 
depend principally upon pearl shells 
for Income, since to stake earnings on 
the pearls aione would he to invite 
loss. Valuable pearls are not frequent 
enough to make it pay, but the com¬ 
mercial mother-of-pearl is made from 
the shells that they deal in. When 
it comes to hunting for the real pearl 
there is not any kind of a scoop or 
dredger than can take the place of 
men’s eyes; diving and treading the 
deep is the only way to find valuable 
pearls. As a rule, these are some dis¬ 
tance apart, scattered over the rocky 
bed of the ocean. Sometimes a man 
will pick up a fortune in a few weeks 
and sometimes he will hardly make 
expenses in a season. Pearling is still 
profitable, for the crude shells are sold 
at from $500 to $750 a ton, and there 
is always a chance that a diver may 
make enough in one day to quit for 
life. ‘‘We do not dive farther than 
sixty to 100 feet,” said Opu, “for the 
pressure is too great. Even at these 
depths men cannot remain down over 
five or ten minutes, and the average 
life of the deep diver is short.” 

QUEER ORDER FOR SEAMEN. 


English Jackies Obliged to Blacken Up 
on Certain Occasions. 

A regular order on board certain of 
England’s vessels of war, and one de¬ 
livered by an officer with his own 
hands and face artistically blacked, is, 
"All hands black faces!” When, eith¬ 
er during the maneuvers or in war 
time, it is determined that torpedo or 
gunboats shall attack at night, every 
living soul on board is ordered to 
black up of the same dingy color as 
is borne by the whole vessel or all its 
outward parts, for the single speck of 
light color afforded by one human face 
might spoil the whole plan of a des¬ 
perate attack. All the officers of tor¬ 
pedo vessels and gunboats keep, as a 
part of their kit, a special pigment, of 
very much the same kind as that used 
by stage darkies, ever ready for emer¬ 
gencies, and one torpedo order hook 
has special recommendations as to 
blacking up for the men. Then, again, 
all steam launch and boats’ crows or- 
'dered off on mining, reconnoitering 
and other duties are compelled to 
blacken all parts of their skins that 
may show; and no man is exempt, 
however high his degree in the serv¬ 
ice. Military officers defending har¬ 
bors and working torpedoes from the 
shore are also ordered on no account 
to show themselves at night near the 
defenses unless blackened up. 

Qneer Money. 

Europeans trading in China are re¬ 
duced to great straits for money. Eng¬ 
lish gold will always pass; but is 
scarce. In large trading undertakings, 
bars of pure gold, weighing thirteen 
ounces are recognized as official ex¬ 
change. Gold leaf is used by hankers 
for smaller amounts. Inland, where 
gold of any kind is rarely seen, horse¬ 
shoe-shaped pieces of silver, weighing 
five to fifty ounces, are used. Some 
trading corporations have been forced 
to issue bank notes and tokens made of 
bamboo slips; but the mistrustful 
Chinaman is very chary of accepting 
these, so their circulation is limited to 
one town, sometimes to a single street. 
In the new colony of Urganda, west 
of the great African lakes,, there was 
practically no coinage but shells. As 
these are bulky, and therefore incon¬ 
venient, Europeans have started a 
hew system. Needles and cloth are 
now current everywhere. Three needles 
will purchase one chicken, one needle 
two eggs, whilst a cow cost fifty yards 
of cotton cloth. Shells, however, con¬ 
tinue to do duty as small change, as 
many as a hundred going to one 
needle.

BAD STATE OF CAPTURED BOERS 


Oronje Was a Beaten Bat Not a 
Crashed Foe. 

The thing was gallantly done, and 
we may all well be proud of this 
achievement of the Canadians. An 
examination of the laager disclosed a 
state of affairs which it would he im¬ 
possible to describe. The wreckage 
and confusion were had enough, but 
the filth and stench were such as to 
make one feel sick, says a London 
News correspondent. Within a Space 
of 300 yards lay over forty dead 
horses and a half dozen dead oxon, 
Men themselves were only hurled six 
Inches beneath the soil. No regard had 
been paid to sanitary arrangements 
at all. They drank the water within 
a few feet of a petrifying carcass, 
Wounded men lay about uncared for, 
their wounds undressed, left to look 
after themselves. In most cases gan¬ 
grene had set in. Slight scratches, 
which with ordinary care would have 
entailed two days’ rest only, had de¬ 
veloped, into huge ulcerated cancerous 
sores. Our doctors, who took charge 
of over two hundred such cases, de¬ 
clare that nine-tenths must die. Com¬ 
pared to the horrible conditions under 
which the Boers had for the past ten 
days lived, our fire was mere child's 
play. It proves the indomitable pluck 
—call It obstinacy if you like—of 
Cronje. It was only the gen¬ 
eral who made the men hold 
out so long. The prisoners 
for most part seemed pleased when 
taken. Cronje was sullen; a beaten 
but not crushed foe. To us it felt like 
death to remain five minutes in the 
place where the Boers had spent ten 
days. One’s stomach turned against 
the fetid' stench of rotting bodies. For 
a clay one could not get the smell out 
of one’s nostrils. Yet the prisoners de¬ 
clare that had it not been for the 
Canadians getting so close to them 
they would have held out for some 
days yet; and with food it would have 
been weeks before they would have 
surrendered, it may bo interesting to 
say that one prisoner tolfl me that 
they knew that we were longing to 
wipe out Majuba, and that they 
thought that if they allowed us to 
charge with the bayonet none of them 
would be allowed to live, even had they 
shot our soldiers down by hundreds. 
The Boers, besides having a whole¬ 
some dread of cold steel, is capable of 
arguing with himself. 
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Strawberries on Trees. 

At last M. Baltet, the great French 
specialist, has been enabled to grow 
strawberries on plants of a decidedly 
treelike nature. The method is sim¬ 
plicity itseif. The runners are 
trained up vertically and tied to a 
stake, in the same way that a pot 
tomato plant is, and then the lateral 
buds are pinched out. Result—a straw¬ 
berry tree on a small scale.—London
